The two uniformed patrolmen taking 
part in the duel were Policemen Taylor 
and Trafton, and the two plain-clothes 
men were Detectives Dudley and Bos-. 
ton. 

The fight began in.front-of Jo0e-San-4 
ica’s saloon, 438 North Third streét; 
about 11 p. m. Wednesday, and was con- 
tinued In a. running fight up Third 
street until three of the negroés were 
wounded and captured and two.. had 
distanceé their pursuers. 

Half an hour previous to the opening 
of the battle the five negroes had 
terrorized the bartender and  pz- 
trons in John Zebaska's saloon at Third 
street and Winstanley avenue. 

Policemen Taylor \and Trafton were 
two blocks away When a man came 
running with the breathless announce- 
rent: 

“Negro highwaymen are robbing a sa- 
loon on Third and Winstanley!’’ 

The negroes, heaing that a hnum- 
ber. of.. policemen were on the way 
to arrest them, ran out. 

The policemen followed them up North 
Third street, and were joined on the 
way by plain-clothes men Dudley and 
Boston, who went ahead, hoping in 
this way to get within range of the 
negroes. 

Just as they came opposite to the 
front. door of Joe Sanica’s saloon Allen 
Kaiser, one of the five negroes, stepped 
to the door of the saloon. He instant- 
ly recognized Dudley and Boston and 
opened fire on them with a revolver. 

At the first shot the four other ne- 
groes in the saloon joined their com- 
panion on the sidewalk, -drew their 
pistols and began firing at the two de- 
tectives. 

At this time Policemen Taylor and 
Trafton gained the side of their im- 
periled comrades, Dudley and Boston, 
and then began a fierce battle between 
the five negroes and the four officers. 
After the first furious volley the ne- 
groes broke and ran up North Third 
street, turning and firing as they ran. 

The detectives ard policemen followed 
them, also firing on the run. While this 
running fight was in progress a patrol 
wagon, contuining five additional po- 
licemen,. under command of Lieut. 
reached the scene, and they 
sprang out and joined in the chase. 

Just as they did so Allen Kaiser, who 
had been wounded early in the fight, 
fell to the street, at this moment re- 
ceiving his second wound, the shot 
through the lungs that caused his 
death. It was seen that he was des- 
perately hurt, but’ s policeman re- 
mained with him as the chase was 
continued by the others. 

Charles Covington, shot through the 
left arm, was bleeding profusely. He 
staggered, stumbled and fell and was 
captured before he could recover. 

A moment later Hill Kaiser received 

two wounds almost simultaneously. 
Suddenly he threw up his- hands and 
fell, his pistol clattering beside him. 

The flight, pursuit and shooting had 
‘now been maitnained for several blocks. 
The two unwounded negroes were run- 
ning for their lives. At last they drew 
so far ahead of the pursuing police- 
men that they could not be seen 
through the darkness. 

It is said that the gang of ne- 
groes headed by Allen Kaiser has 
completely terrorized that section of 
East St. Louis within the.-past few 
weeks. They did not hesitate to attack 
pedestrians without provocation and 
bulldoze saloon proprietors until their 
appearance in a saloon was the signa!

When the claim for the judgment was 
presenteg to Justice Dunn by Lapique 
the forrner refused to believe that the 
claimant was serious, and his next idea 
was that some tremendous mistake had 
been made in estimating the interest 
on the ortginal loan.

Railway Commissioners Again 
Bring Tariff Down.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., July 6.—The

The list of deaths and injuries from the use of 
explosives on the Fourth, in St. Louis and elsewhere, 
published in Wednesday’s Post-Dispatch, was a grim 
vindication of the. position taken by this paper in 
favor of a saner method of celebrating the day than 
by the reckless @isregard of law and reason.

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RICHES CANNOT

One-Grave Cemetery Stands in 
| the Way of the Van Rens- 
selaer Millions.

FLOURTOWN, Pa., July %.—Curious 
circumstances surround the title deeds 
of a spot of ground on Camp Hill. Nest- 
ling withing. 250 acres of rolling hills, 
groves and flowing streams, and a little 
to the right of the entrance to the 
sloping lawn leading up to the Van 
Rensselaer mansion, is a tiny plot, less 
than half an acre in extent, which the 
Van Rensselaer millions cannot buy. It 
is an old, private cemetery belonging 
to the Scull family, who were among 
the earliest settlers. 

When the Van Rensselaers bought the 
highest of the four great hilltops of 
Revolutionary fame—Camp. Hill, Barren 
Hill, Fort Hill and Militia Hill—it was 
with the hope of buying the little bury- 
ing ground, removing the one _ lone 
grave, tearing down the crumbling 
walls and including this little spot in 
the sweep of green lawn. 

But the little burying ground, exist- 
ing, it is said, since the time of the 
death of the original Nicholas Scull in 
1703, seems destined to remain,

LAND GOBBLED 
BY STOCKMEN 


Whole Veavshlon ie in Washing- 
ton Under Fence Despite : 
Legal Limitations. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

OLYMPIA, Wash.. July *.—Ralph 
Kauffman, a lawyer of Ellensburg, is 
here to present to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral the contention of the combination 
of small stockmen that the law is be- 
ing grossly violated in the leasing of 
State lands to the big stockmen cf 
Eastern Washington. Mr. Kauffman 
has been retained as attorney by the 
small stock owners’ association, which 
is headed by B. 8. Weed of Ellensburg. 

“If the Attorney-General of the State 
declines to act in the matter,”’ said Mr. 
Kauffman today, ‘‘we shall adopt some 
other method of getting the situation 
before the courts. The enabling act, 
which prohibits the leasing of more 
tnan one section to a single person or 
company, is being grossly violated. 
Stockmen who have control of railroad 
lands have had Tom, Dick and Harry 
lease the intervening sections of State | 
lands and in this way have secured 
control of whole townships, which they ) 
put under fence for their own beneiit. 
In some cases the lessees have as- 
feigned many sections to one firm or 
individual. In our own county the 
firm of Babcock & Benson has obtained 
scores of assignments and is holding 
great tracts of State lands in its own 
aame. 

“I shall lay the matter befire the At. 
torney General. He might proceed to 
secure a cancellation of the leases, or, 
[ believe, could maintain an action for 
trespass against the lessees or assign- 
ees. I am retained by an association of 
the smaller stockmen of Kittitas and 
Yakima counties. We are interested 
only in the grazing land situation, but 
I am informed that the same condition 
exists east.of us in reference to agrt- 
cultural lands. I was in Olympla a 
short time ago to obtain information to 
Teport to my clients, and I have now) 
prepared maps of all the townships tn 
our section of the State, which show 
the exact status of all State lands. 

It is understood that if Mr. Kauffman 
is unsuccessful in securing the co-oper. 
ation of the Attorney General he wil’ 
bring an action in the federal courts. 
The case may take the form of an at- 
tempt to set aside the grant to the 
State of the lands involved on_ the 
ground that the compact with the Gov. 
érnment has been violated by the State 
in its ignoring of the enabling act re- 
quirement that not more than one sec- 
tion of granted lands shall be leased to

Thefts From the Vaults Guard- 
ed Against by Both System 
of Checking and Mechanical 
Divices. 


LOSSES OF COIN AND 
NOTES GENERALLY SMALL 


Largest Amount Ever Taken at 
One Time Was $40,000— 
Negro Once Got. Away With 
—$12,000.

By Wire from the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, July 6.—If the at- 
tempt were made to toss silver dol- 
lars from one pile into another and 
count as one went along, what time 
would be required for one man to dis- 
pose of one billion, three hundred mil- 

lions of money? 

That is the task Uncle Sam is en- 
gaged in. The retirement of Ellis H. 
Roberts as treasurer of the United 
States and the appointment of Charles 
H. Treat of New York as his successor, 
makes it necessary. 

Robbery in the treasury of the United 
States is rare, but it has been accom- 
plished, but always by trusted em- 


ployes. No effort from the outside 
could possibly prove successful without 
overcoming all the means for protection 
that human ingenuity has been able to 
devise. 

The most recent theft in the treasury 
was discovered when the count was 
made preparatory to turning the con- 
tents of the vaults over to Mr. Roberts 
wiien he came into office, July 1, 1897. 
At that time there was $579,000,000 in the 
vaults. 

In counting the money at the time 
some of the bags of silver on the top 
Shelves of the huge coin vault were 
found to be badly worn. They were 
opened, with the purpose in view of 
substituting new bags. The amazement 
of the counters may be imagined when 
the first bag opened was found to be 
exact as to weight, but short in value 
due to the substitution of leaden discs 
for a number of silver dollars that had 
been abstracted. The usual method of 
counting by weight was immediately 
abandoned, and every bag in the treas- 
ury was opened and the coin actually 
handled and counted. Upward of &80v 
of the silver dollars in one vault were 
found to have been stolen. 

Investigation Proved that an old and 
trusted colored emplove, whose nner 
ness it WAs to handle the heavy stuff tor 
the clerks in the vault, had hit upen 
this scheme of adding to bis income.

Free Gold in the Treasury. 

It must be understood that the §$8,- 
500,000 gold mentioned is not the fotal of 
that precious metal belonging to Uncle 
Sam. That sum might be designated 
as ‘‘free gold’’ in the treasury here. 
The vast majority of the golé and bul- 
lien is kept in the subtreasury in New 
York City, where it is more convenient 
for the demands of commerce. ‘Lhe 
treasury stock of gold aggregates $70¢.- 
595.327, divided as follows: Goid coin and 
bullion in the division of redemption, 
known as the “reserve fund,"’ $15),000,- 
oo; gold coin, known as trust funds, 
$517,049,909; gold coin and bullion in the 
general fund, $09,645,358. 

During the administration of Treas- 
urer Spinner, $40,000 in notes were stolen 
from the.vaults, but a portion of the 
money was recovered. This was the 
most robbery ever perpetrated 
the department. A young man b 
the name of Halleck was ars stun 
vault clerk at the time, and was sub- 
sequently arrested, convicted and sent 
to the penitentiary for the crime. In 
those o'd days the system of the Tres 
urer’s office was not 80 exacting as it 
is today, and several days often elapsed 
before a balance was taken of the 
vault’s currency.

Shureman, the messenger, 
kept a small grocer’s store, and it was 
alleged at the time of his trial that 
large quantities of other supplies from 
the department were found on his 
shelves. 

Twenty years ago a woman clerk was 
dismissed for the general good of the 
Service. It could not be proved against 
her, but the strong suspicion existed 
that she had been adding to her salary 
greatly by abstracting bills in good 
B00d condition sent in for redemption 
aud substituting patched bill which she 
had made up from the pieces of old 
money. The doctored bills successfully 
pussed scrutiny, and the ones she had 
stolen amounted to so much gain. This 
woman bought a number of houses 
during her term of employment, and 
gave other evidence of an income large- 
ly in excess of her salary. 

She reported sick one morning and 
her desk was opened for the use of an- 
other clerk. The woman evidently in- 
tended to be at her accustomed desk 
on that day, as the night before she 
had left in her desk several pleces of 
nutes cut from old bills. The bi'ls from 
which the pieces were cut were found, 
carefully patched with brown paper in 
the center, where it would not be de- 
tected when the ends were lifted if 
counting. Putting all these pieces to- 
gether she made a new Dill, which she 
substituted in the packa for destruc- 
tiun and removed the first good note 
that came along. 

But this sort of thing is better 
guarded against today. With the great 
increase in the business in the treas- 
ury and in the value of the various 
vaults, modern safeguards, both me- 
chanical and as to the system of hand- 
ling funds, have been substituted. Rob- 
bery is now an unknown thing and ap- 
parently {mpossible.
